Lawyer John E. Burke of Lowell and 
Charles Bartlett of Elder and Bart- 
lett, a Boston law firm. It is believed

men. 


The 
money 
and securities were 


returned 
on condition that no com- 


plaint 
be made against the guilty 


officials. 


The bank opened as'usual this morn- 


ing. 


The officials 
of the bank issued a 


statement this afternoon announcing 
that the deficiency in the funds of the 
Teler Smith and Book-keeper Smith 
bank as a result of the defalcations of 
would amount to $115,000 
even after 


the immense amount of cash return- 
ed by them this mornins. 


The whereabouts of the two men 


remains unknown, at least to the pub- 
lic. 


Accountants have been hard at work 


on the books of the bank since the time 
that the shortage was discovered. Pres- 
ident Pollard was at the bank nearly all 
day and until a late hour lust night. He 
refused to make any statement. 


The Merchant's National bank opened 


and closed its doors at the usual hours 
Saturday, and nothing out of the or- 
dinary developed to interfere with its 
business, despite the surprising absence 
of the two employes. It is true that a 
slight depression in business was 
noticed, and inquiries respecting bal- 
ances were very numerous; but the 
"run" for which the directors had pre- 
pared did not materialize. The bank 
held money enough to square accounts 
with all depositors. 


The most interesting development is 


the ^ngaging of counsel to represent 
the interests of the missing men.

Burglars Secured $76,000 


Worth of Them in Chi- 


cago Post Office 


DUG TUNNEL INTO OFFICE 


Failed to Reach Cashier's

Clues are Found 


Chicago, Oct. 21—One of the gre*fest 


postoffice robberies ever known took 
place here last night, and was dis- 
covered this morning. 


Burglars stole 
$76,000 
worth 
of 


stamps from the Chicago postoffice and 
escaped, leaving no clue. 


They entered through, a tunnel which 


must have taken over a week to dig 
from the rear of the building. A hole 
was drilled through the steel bottom 
of' the stamp vault. There were 97 
holes found, and a square plate had 
been removed.' It had taken days to 
do it. 


The stamp vault is only six feet 


away from the cashier's vault, con- 
taining $300,000 cash,' which evidently 
was the burglars' objective point. 


As it was, the burglars secured little 


else but stamps. The work must have 
been that of a large and well organized 
gang, and is not thought by the police 
to have any connection with th emany 
smaller robberies wfeich have taken 
place of late through the states of 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. 


Most of the city's detective force is 


working on the case today.

name of Dr. Tatlock, 
who was this 


man 
to whose memory this unusual 


honor is being paid? He was of Eng- 
lish stock, born in Liverpool in 1833. | 
At 17 years of age be became a teach- 
er In the Ragged schools and a reader 
in the school for the blind. T\yo years 
later he came to America, and *n the 
following 
autumn entered Williams 


college. 
Graduating from college, in 


1857, 
be became at once a candidate 


for h'oly orders and entered the Gen- 
eral theological seminary on New York 
«vhere he spent three years in theolog- 
ical study. In December, 1859. he was 
ordained deacon* at the church of the 
Holy 
Apostles 
by the late Bishop 


HoraMb'- Potter. On graduating from 
the seminary iii June, 1860, while yet 
in deacon's orders, he was called to 
North Adams. In the following au- 
tumn 
he was advanced to the priest- 


hood. After serving this parish for 22 
months 
Dr. Tailock resigned and be- 


came connected with St. Peter's in Al- 
bany,' From there he was elected in 
1866 
to St. John's in Stamford, Conn., 


where he remained until his death 
in 1896, a period of 30 years. 


It might be thought from this brief 


review that this parish has but little 
to go upon in thus honoring the mem- 
ory of Dr. Tatlock, It is true that his 
principal life work was done In Con- 
necticut and that he was but a youth 
when here, 
but our reason is' plain. 


The inscription on yonder window tells 
the story and gives the reason for 'our 
profound and grateful respect. Tat- 
lock, while yet a young man and im- 
mature, was the founder, under God, 
of this parish which we love- And for 
this we bear him a grateful memory. 
It has had abler men, more learned 
men, 
better preachers, among its rec- 


tors, but his was the foundation, un- 
der Christ, on which they stood. And 
while their names stand in silence on 
the records, his is the name we most 
delight to honor. 


His first esrviee in North Adams was 


on the first Sunday in September, 1855. 
This was the beginning of the regular 
services 
of our,church in the little 


village of 2000 inhabitants. Mr. Tat- 
lock 
was at that time a student at 


SUiatns in the junior class. 
In De- 


ber of that same year he called to- 


gether 
the few churchmen to whom 


b* was ministering, 
and organized 


tt»«m Into a parish, with a regularly 
constituted vestry of which he became 
a member. In fact he was himself the 
center around which the whole move- 
ment revolved, acting as lay reader, 
vestryman 
and 
general 
financial 


agent. It is a matter of record that 
when affairs began to take shape, as 
'they did very rapidly, he with some 
of his fellow-studentfe undertook t0 
raise money for a church' building, and 
to secure the services of a rector. Be- 
fore for the parish was a year old, the 
Jtev. Sir. WWian was called, & grant 
of $400 was obtained from the board 
of missions, and Dr. Tatlock reported 
that his efforts In raising money for 
the new church' had met with satis- 
factory success. Though the building 
project was not congumat^d until two 
years later, 
it is evident that there 


was no lack of enthusiasm. 
During 


the three years tfrat William Tatlock 
spent In the seminary, the parish was 
'Crved by three rectors, and as .soon as 
'•" finished his theological studies the 
—-ptry turned to him again. He 
was 


-lectei rector In I860, and Immediately 
entered upon his official duties. For 
nearly two years he, served here as 
rector, 
and deepened and enlarged 


the 
foundation* he hmd laid as lay* 


reader and vestrvman. 
So that the 


time covered by his earlier and more 
active Interest In St. John's Is seven 
ytKra, or as the tablet has It, from 
1W5 to 1862.

to an end when he was called 


away 
to other fields of labor. 
All 


through 
his long and useful life he 


never ceased to look back to St. John's 
with the love of a father for his child. 
In the management of its affairs his 
counsel was often sought and fieely 
given, and as opportunity offered he 
returned to visit his first love. 
His 


last visit was on the first Sunday in 
September, 1895, and well do we re- 
member it. It was just 40 years, asjie 
told us, 
from the day when he con- 


ducted the first service here. Many 
changes have taken place, and yet his 
affection for his first parish, the child 
of his own creation, was as strong as 
ever. Six months later William Tatlock 
slept with his fathers, haviri0- finished 
his course and kept the 
faith to the 


end. 
And we do well to revere his mem 


ory and to perpetuate it for what he 
did for us and for what he was. 


In any -estimate we may make of his 


charcter, 
we must not look for in- 


tellectual brilliancy. He was not an 
orator, although in writing he was a 
master 'of the English language. He 
was rather a painstaking, 
plodding 


and persistent 
worker and thinker, 


•\yho impressed you as one whose rule 
of life was "whatever Is worth doing 
at all is worth doing well." In the 
house of bishops his qualities 'of mind 
were recognized and appreciated, and 
the Stamford vestry bore just witness 
to him in their tribute to his memory 
when they said: 


"He was loyal to duty and he ex- 


pounded the truths which he believed 
were entrusted to him for safe-keepine. 
He had the rare uni'on of simplicity 
with teaming, of deep thought with 
quiet humor, of human interest with 
spirituality, of tolerance with strong 
religious faith, 
which made him an 


untold 
influence for good in the par- 


ish and community and won for him a 
full 
measure of respect, of loyalty, 


and of love."

THE. BISHOP'S UTTER 


On the Division of the Diocese Read at i 


SI. John's Yesterday 


A letter from Bishop Lawrence on 


the coming division of the diocese of 
Massachusetts was read at St. John's 
church yesterday. 
After referring to 


the final action on division and the 
primary convention of the new \iocese 
to be held in Springfield November 19, 
the bishop continues: 


In making this announcement 1 can- 


not refrain from sending you a few 
personal words. 


I first want to express my gratifica- 


tion at the way in which this work has 
been brought to completion. 


At the convention in June, 
those 


members of the western diocese who 
did not think division advisable with- 
drew their opposition, m response to 
what seemed to be the welfare of the 
church in the whole state. This gen- 
erous action has been met by action 
equally generous. For by the gifts of 
the churchmen and church women of 
eastern Massachusetts, the trustees of 
donations have now in hand one hun- 
dred thousand dollars to be presented 
to the western diocese upon its or- 
ganization for the endowment of its 
episcopate. Such action has been un- 
precedented In this church, and was 
commended in both houses of the egn- 
eral convention. 


Although the gifts wera made for 


the church, I cannot help thanking the 
givers for the cheerful, prompt and 
thoughtful spirit in which they acted. 
Many of the offerings, large and small, 
were at the cost of real sacrifice. This 
endowment is the gift, not of a few. 
but of the great body of the members 
of the church in eastern 
Massachu- 


setts. When division is made in such 
a spirit, blessings must come to the 
church In both dioceses. 


We have shrunk from 
separating 


the churches of the east from the west 
in this ancient 
commonwealth, and 


have deep regrets at parting from each 
other. We are confident, however, that 
with two bishops and two diocesan or- 
ganizations, there will be an Increase 
in the vigor and efficiency 
of 
the 


church. Each diocese will be more 
compact; the parishes will be In closer 
touch with each other; the missionary 
organizations, the Women's auxiliary 
and other associations will gain in 


i efficiency; nd the whole body of the 
i church in each diocese will worship 


j and work .together in closer sympathy. 
It remains for us now, .my dear breth- 
ren, 
to enter with a deeper spirit of 


consecration, stronger 
purpose, 
and 


higher hopes, upon the work of the 
church in the state of Massachusetts.

Planned by a Priest and a President*, 


AVho, With Others Implicated, Are 
Arrested—Hard Work Ahead For 
American Troops In Samar

Manila, Oct. 21.—Owing to the vigi- 


lance of Lieutenant Bams of the Ninth 
t7nited 
States 
infantry, 
another 


slaughter of American troops by insur- 
gents has been averted. 


It seems that Lieutenant'Bains dis- 


covered a prisoner re-entering a cell at 
Cai-biga, Island of Samar, where several 
prisoners were confined, through a hole 
that had been let in the wall. An inves- 
tigation showed a plan to fill the jail 
with bolomen and to call the guard, 
which would be necessary to get the 
door open, and then to attack the gar- 
rison. It also developed that the insti- 
gators were a priest and the presidente, 
both of whom have been arrested, to- 
gether \vith several other prominent per- 
sons. 


Otber attempts have been discovered 


but, fortunately, frustrated at Pambu- 
jan and other points in Sarnar. Several 
persons have been arrested in connec- 
tion with these. 


Reinforcements are being rushed to 


Samar. Three hundred 
and thirty 


marines, under Lieutenant Colonel 
Goodrell, have gone there on board the 
United States cruiser New York, and 
two battalions of the Twelfth infantry 
will start immediately for the same des- 
tination. 


United States officers from other prov- 


inces that were supposed to be pacified 
have recently arrived In Manila, and 
they say that the news of American 
disasters spreads like wildfire among 
the natives, who scarcely attempt to 
conceal their delight 


The Manila constabulary discovered a 


large quantity of steel wagon springs, 
which were being shipped in various dis- 
tricts. Investigation -showed that these 
were to be used in manufacturing 
bolos. 


The troops in Samar anticipate hard 


fighting. Brigadier General Smith, who 
is in command, has visited most of the 
posts and instructed the commanders 
that the insurrection must be hammered 
out and General Lukban, the insurgent 
leader, captured. Already the move- 
ment of troops has begun. 


General Lacuna, who surrendered last 


May, 
has complained to General Chaf- 


f ee that the terms upon, which he and* 
his force surrendered have not been 
respected by the Americans. He ex- 
hibits a document signed by himself and 
General Funston, in which he and his 
force are granted immunity in respect 
of all acts committed contrary to the 
laws of the war. 


Since this document was executed 


several of Lacuna's officers and men 
have been tried, condemned and sen- 
tenced to die for killing American pris- 
oners. General Funston says that when 
It was signed he gave Lacuna orally to 
understand that 13ie killing of American 
prisoners was excepted. Lacuna ad- 
mits that something was said on this 
subject but says no thorough under- 
standing was reached, and he considers 
the written agreement binding,

A RECORD-BREAKER 


New Russian Mattiontlp Shows Mot . 


Remarkable Speed 
j 


Boston, Oct. 21.—The Retvittn, the j 


new Russian battleship, built by the I 
Cramps, is making Its official trial trip • 
today off tbe Maine shore. 
' 


In her trip from New York to Boston, 


the Retvizaa broke the record for speed 
of first-class battleships. At no time 
during the 12 hours <lid she drop below 
18 knots, and for one whole hour sho 
kept up a speed of 18 knots. Her aver- 
age was 18.8 knots, and when sho 
steamed past Hull she oore proud record 
of the fact in big llgures on her funnel. 


The Ketvlzan was launched a year 


ago. She is 384 feet on the waterline, is 
72 feet 2& inches beam and from main 
deck to keel is 43 feet 10 inches. Her 
displacement at 25 feet draught is 
12,800 tous, or about the same as the 
new battleships Maine, Missouri and 
Ohio. Her guaranteed speed is 18 
knots. Her motive power is In two 
triple-expansion, vertical, direct-act- 
ing engines. The engines are placed in 
separate water-tight compartments, and 
are supplied with steam by 24 water 
tube boilers of the Niclausse type, built 
in th^ country. The pressure is 256 
pounds, and she has a bunker capacity 
of 2000 tons ctf coal. 


A whaleboat of the Retvizan was 


capsized and sunk during the heavy gale 
Saturday, carrying down with her a 
valuable jcapid-fire gun. The boat was 
hoisted overboard for a trial in the 
heavy seas which were sweeping down 
Boston harbor, but after getting from 
under the lee of the ship a big wave 
came aboard and sent her to the bot- 
tom. 
Those on board reached the Retvi- 


zan in safety.

In February, 189S, he was made 
rear adpiiral and in December of the 
same year was placed on the retired list. 
The late admiral suffered for many 
years with cancer. In September the 
disease attacked the throat, and tlie 
patient grew weaker from that time, 
fighting a hopeless battle with the 
courage that had always characterized 
the man.

and thriving town of Sydney was almost 
swept out of existence Saturday by a 
fierce conflagration.

Then Amherst has shown sur- 


prising weakness in several of its 
smaller games, which leads to the be- 
lief that the chances favor Williams 
far more than had been anticipated.

gridiron this fall.

the calculation entirely one element of 
Interest 
which adds value to a fair 


held 'in the city Itself. This is the 
community interest, the centering of 
attention on the products of the com- 
munity, city and country alike, gather- 
ed together in the community's cen- 
ter, which for this section *ls North 
Adams, and for central Berkshire Is 
Pittsfleld. 
The merchants of a city 


should be able to feel that in sup- 
porting the fair they are supporting 
an fnstitution which directs the atten- 
tion 
of the entire section to them. 


And the city sh'ould feel that in work- 
ing for the success of the fair it is 
advertising 
itself through the sur- 


rounding territory. 


TMs feature of the cattle show is 


one which has been neglected here in 
North Adams 
as it has in Pittsfield. 


The time has come when the annual 
fair should be made to illustrate the 
development of the city's progress as 
well 
as the progress 
of the farm. 


Viewed purely as an agricultural ex- 
Hibit and cattle show, the fair of this 
city 
and the fair of Pittsfield would 


both gain by being moved to Cheshire 
and consolidated. 


But from the point of view of the 


welfare 
of the city, the fairs should 


be 
kept jn their present locations 


and made -what they really should be, 
industrial exhibits in the full sense of 
the term.

as this play of Charles Ber- 


nard's. His willingness to do so is ap- 
parently not enthusiastic, for while the 
part of "Bijah Hopkins" is not at all 
suited 
to him nor to any other actor 


for that matter, Mr. Boyd failed com- 
pletely 
to bring out what few points 


of strength it might have. It would be 
a waste of effort to detail the points of 
the 
play, 
which 
never rises much 


above the imbecilic, and which cul- 
minates in a last act -which is the 
most 
remarkable bit of cheap stage 


composition 
it has been the misfor- 


tune of North Adams to witness. The 
stage 
settings and company are on a 


par with the play itself, with two ex- 
ceptions. Alden Bass as the rural vll- 
Han did as well as he could with the 
part, 
and for his sake it is a pleas- 


ure to 
a^d that he leaves the com-

The piece includes some excellent danc 
ing,

very good musical num- 


bers, some entertaining' specialties, 
and an abundance of life. 
It would 


technically be classed as a musical 
farce, but its own self-adopted 
de- 


scription, a "frothey musical delight, 
a merry jingle in five acts" is far more 
accurate. It includes some things not 
in the 
best of taste, but this has 


come to be an accepted feature of pro- 
ducti'ons 
of this character, and it is 


not yet recorded that an average au- 
dience has ever shown disapproval of 
them.

WHITE HOUSE GARDENER. 


Has Served Many Years, bat Get* 


Only Modest Salary. 


The head gardener of the White 


House, Henry P&ster, is now Bearing 
the close of - twenty-five years of effi- 
cient service Jn that position, writes a 
Washington correspondent. 
When he 


came to Washington, the force under 
him numbered fiv6; it now numbers 
twelve, and the work has increased In 
a greater ratio than these figures indi- 
cate. There were then but two flower 
beds on the grounds, and those were 
moon shaped affairs on the southern 
lawn near where the Marine band plays 
on summer evenings. Mr. Pfister is a 
German, who wffls known in Ohio as a 
skilled horticulturist. Kotable changes, 
he says, hare come over standards of 
floral 'decoration since twenty-five years 
ago. 
In those days the lawn at the 


front of the White House was never 
mowed of tener than once a month, and 
!t was not thought unusual to let the 
grass reach a reasonable height Now 
It is kept closeif?' cut all the time, a 
horse machine being used for that pur- 
pose. A similar account might be giv- 
en of the floral devices Cor interior dec- 
orations, for Mr. Pfister has kept fu}Iy 
abreast of the times, and his work haa 
been much admired. 


It is rather remarkable that the chief 


gardener of the executive mansion, 
haVing this force of men under him 
and considerable financial responsibil- 
ity, should receive only $1,500 a year, 
the same amount that he received at 
the start This is out of all proportion 
to other salaries paid about the prem- 
ises. The colored men who act as mes- 
sengers at the White House receive $1,- 
200. 
The reason that Mr. Pfister has 


never shared in the general rise of sal- 
aries is due to his modest way of at- 
tending to his own work without seek- 
ing the favor of those at the legislative 
end ot the city who adjust the com- 
pensation of Undte Sam's secants.

was filled with the fumes, 


which resulted in more or less sneez-

and snorting on the part of the 


city officials and others who happened 
to be present. Theoffending substance 
was 
removed as quickly as possible, 


but 
enough was left on the floor to 


keep up the interest for some time af- 
terward. There was 130 pounds of the 
preparation in the carboy, all of which 
was lost, and as it costs 21 cents a 
pound the property loss was quite a 
little Item, Mr. Erwin said some 'one 
would have to 
settle for the loss.

NEW BURLINGTON COMPANY 


Thoackt t* Be Part of the Hill-Kor- 


ean Plan. 


Articles of incorporation of the Chi- 


cago, Burlington and Quincy Railway 
company have been filed in the county 
auditor's office in Burlington, la., says 
a dispatch to the New York Tribune. 
The capital stock ot the new company 
is $100,000,000, and its object, as set 
forth in the articles of incorporation, is 
to acquire the Burlington system and 
other roads and to maintain a railroad 
in the states of Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado, Wyoming, 
South Dakota, Montana, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. The rumor Is that the new 
corporation Is merely t\2 first step to 
put matters in shape for the transfer 
of the property to the Morgan-Hill syn- 
dicate. 


According to the rumors that are 


floating around Burlington, but which 
canuot be verified, this corporation will 
take charge of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy Railroad company and the 
many lines leased and controlled by the 
company and then transfer them alto- 
gether to the Morgan-Hill syndicate. 
This new corporation is legally entirely 
separated from the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Qnincy Railroad company. 
The old company is incorporated under 
the laws of the state of Illinois, while 
the new one is controlled by the laws 
of the state of Iowa. 


There is only one change in tbe name 


of the company—the old is a "railroad" 
company, the new a "railway" com- 
pany.

Baptists of Cleveland, says a dis- 


patch to the Ntw York Herald, are 
greatly dtetnrbcd at the prospect that 
the old Euclid Avenue Baptist church 
may lose Its member and cofonndcr, 
John D. Rockefeller. 


Mr. Rockefeller has not only brought 


to the city a pastor of his own choos- 
ing for the East End Baptist church, 
but he seems to have taken the young 
minister in as almost a member of his 
own family, the new pastor tiaviag 
lived in the home of the multimillion- 
aire ever since he came to the city. In 
fact, he is still living there. 


He Is the Rev. E. A. Hanley of ttie 


University of Chicago. He has not yet 
been ordained a minister, but he has 
been appointed pastor of the strug- 
gling little Bast End Baptist church, 
and will receive a salary that has war- 
ranted his planning a tour of Europe 
for next summer. He probably re- 
ceives the highest pastoral salary ever 
palfl a divinity student not yet ordain- 
ed a minister. His formal ordination is 
to occur soon in the church of which 
he ia pastor. 


Lack of sympathy between the new 


pastor of tbe Euclid Avenue Baptist 
church, the Bev. Charles A. Eaton, 
D. D., and Mr. Rockefeller is respon- 
sible for the present condition of af- 
fairs. Dr. Eaton has preached several 
sermons that seem to some to be of a 
socialistic nature. In some of them he 
has made remarks concerning wealthy 
men which appear to be somewhat 
pointed. 


Mr. Rockefeller has not only guaran- 


teed the comparatively large salary 
that is to be paid young Mr. Hanley, 
but he has also arranged to build Win 
a new church. The East End church 
is much nearer Forest Hill, the Rocke- 
feller home, than the old church, and 
it is fenred by maEy Baptists that if 
Mr. Rockefeller does oat transfer his 
membership to 'the E-ast Snd ebure?) 
when he returns to Cleveland he will, 
at least, worship there under the young 
minister he has chosen. 


Members of the old church recall 


several speeches by Dr. Eaton which 
are supposed to have Incensed Mr. 
Rockefeller. At tho recognition serv- 
ices held In JC!ie Dr. Eaton outlined 
his policy in these words: 


"I don't cars how rich a man is or 


how poor he may be. I don't care how 
ignorant or how wise he is thought to 
be. It makes no difference with me 
whether a man has 10 cents or $1,000,- 
000. When I enter this pulpit, I enter 
It as an expert in morals, and I see 
not the personality of the people who 
Bit before me, but the souls to be 
saved. 
-*-- - 


"In my career I have seen the dis- 


tinguished and wealthy members of 
my congregations put on their rubbers 
at least three times during one sermon 
because they did not like the way I 
treated some of the practices in society 
and in politics. But that did not worry 
me then and it would not now. I am 
a messenger of what I know to be the 
truth."

OUR ENGINEERS IN RUSSIA.

the Citir's Realm. 


The new German monthly periodical, 


Russia and Germany, contains a long 
article concerning the commercial re- 
lations between Russia and the United 
States, writes the United States con- 
sul at Frankfgrt, Germany. It notes 
that although the trade between the 
two countries is not large, American 
enterprise has gained triumphs in an- 
other field in Russia. The transporta- 
tion problems in the Asiatic posses- 
sions resemble thqse solved in the 
'United States. American engineers 
hava rendered valuable services in the 
Manchuriau railroad and the East Si- 
berian line. In European Russia, also, 
the government is availing itself of 
their experience. The ice breaker Jer- 
mak was modeled on those employed 
on the great lakes in the United 
States. An American has shown Rus- 
sia how to dredge her rivers at a great 
saving of expense. 


The journal adds: "These facts 


show that American competition, even 
If today it does not figure formidably 
in the trade of Russia, will surely be 
felt !n this rich country in the future. 
The advantages of the Americans must 
be offset by a new German-Russian 
treaty. The German Is much superior 
to the .American in. adapting his goods 
and his mode of conducting business 
to the requirements of the Russian 
markets?'

LATE PICKLES AND RELISHES. 


By Louis Roie. 


Sonic housekeepers seem fated to bo « 


little behind their neighbors in. every- 
thing they do. They never think of fill- 
ing the pantry with preserves, jams and 
other good things that every one wishea 
to have in abundance until all the up- 
to-date trome^ are well provided for and 
ready to un*irtake seme other house- 
hold care. »t is to all appearance n dis- 
ease with some people, this being a little 
behind, and it is for the benefit of these 
unfortunate ones that I write at this 
time. At the same time there are no 
doubt others who, by reason of sickness 
or some other cause, are a little behind 
who inay be benefited by the hints given. 


While it is now too late to put up a 


desirable cucumber pickle, as the first 
product of the riaes should be used to 
get the best results, there is still time 
to secure a good mixed pickle as a sub- 
stitute. The mixed pickle was first pro- 
duced as a means of getting rid of the . 
late and poorly shaped cucumbers that t 
would not make a presentable pickle ' 
otherwise. I am fond of rather a sharp, 
hot pickle and I prepare a mixed pickle 
as follows: To two quarts of cucum- 
bers cut into medium sized pieces allow 
one quart each of greeu peppers, cauli- 
flower and oaions. Use medium sized 
onions and green peppers and cut them 
in halves and separate the cauliflower 
into small pieces; mix all together in a 
deep earthen dish, sprinkle well with 
salt and let stand over night; drain in 
the morning and put in the njckle jar, 
covering completely with white wine 
vinegar. You may use a less quantity 
of onion and peppers if you desire, but 
do not omit them altogether. You may 
also use cider vinegar, but it is not so 
desirable. 


Another late pickle that you may put 


up is made of sliced tomatoes aud 
onions. Wash "and 
cut in slices half a 


peck of green tomatoes, also six large 
onionsj Put them in a preserving kettle, 
' sprinkle over them half a cupful of salt 
and let them stand twenty-four hours, 
then drain them in a sieve. Return the 
vegetables to the kettle, add half an 
ounce of ground pepper, two ounces of 
mustard seed, one teaspoonful of ground 
cloves, two tablespoonfuls of celery 
seed, hall a cupful ot sugar, and suffi- 
cient vinegar to cover all. Boil five min- 
utes, counting from the time Ike boiling 
begins, and keep the kettle covered. 
Remove and put them in jars. 
Close 


and put aside for use. 


A very tasty pickle is made by pick- 


ling horse radish: Dig the roots after 
growth has stopped in the fall; trim off 
all small shoots and place the selected 
roots in water for twenty-four hours. 
Grate them on a coarse grater and pack 
in wide topped bottles after adding one 
ounce of salt to one pound of grated 
root. After packing the horse radish 
pretty firmly in the bottles add all the 
vinegar it will absorb and seal tight. 


If you have some seckel pears try 


making a sweet pickle of them and you 
will not regret the experiment: 
Select 


fruit that is a little hard. If the pears 
are very large, pare, halve and core 
them; if small it is only necessary to 
pare them and take off the blossom end, 
leaving the stems on. Weigh the fruit, 
then steam it slowly until it begins to 
soften. Allow to every four pounds of 
fruil one-pint of vinegar, two pounds of 
sugar, a teaspoonful of ground cinna- 
mon, 
half a teaspoonful each of mace, 


cloves and white ginger, and six pepper- 
corns. Mix the sugar with the vinegar, 
and put in the spices, which should be 
tied in three or four small muslin bags. 
Bring the whole to the boiling point. 
Prop in the pears a few at a time and 
cook until they can be pierced by a sil- 
ver fork. Put the cooked fruit into stone 
crocks and rover with the boiling vine- 
gar. Put a plate over the top of the 
crock aud k«ep in a cool, dry place. 


Try also pickled rnuskmelons. Select 


melons that are not quite ripe, peel 
them, cut them in slices, scoop put the 
soft, pithy part nnd lay them in pre- 
serving jars. 
Boil one and one-half 


pints of vinegar -with one and one-half 
pounds of sugar, some broken cinna.- 
mon, white n&ppercorns, lemon peel, a 
dozen cloves and a little ginger. 
Pour 


this over the uwlon when nearly cold. 
After tweaty-tour hours put the liquor 
back into ihfc pan with a little more 
sugar, boil it till it thickens like syrup 
and pour h over the meloi/5. This must 
be repeateii Uvice at'intervals of a week, 
adding more vinegar if necessary. Cover 
the mouth of the crock well and keep 
in a cool place.

SWEETBREAD BIEDS. 


Boil in salted water 20 minutes two' 


pairs of sweetbreads. Throw them into 
cold vrater for a few minutes; remove 
the skin and the pipes. Cut them into 
dice,- also one-half 
box mushrooms. 


Put one large tablespoonful of butter 
into a saucegan, when it bubbles add1 
.one table.spoonful of flour, stir and cook 
well. Add one gill of cream or soup 
stock. 
Add sweetbreads and mush- 


rooms and cook. Take from the fire! 
and add beaten yolks of two eggs. 
When cool form into small cakes, roll 
in beaten egg and cracker crumbs 
fry in hot lard. 


BEEFSTEAK PIE. 


Cut the steak into pieces an inch long 


and stew with a cracked bone in just 
enough water to cover until the meat is 
teader. 
Line a deep dish with good 


paste. Put in a layer of beef, dust with 
salt and pepper, then one of sliced 
boiled potatoes, with a little butter 
scattered upon them and so on until tne 
dish is full. 
Thicken the gravy in 


which the meat was boiled with a little 
flour, turn into the dish and cover with 
a crust thicker than the lower one and 
having a slit in the middle.

ton Center Saturday 


LAWRENCE AND WATSON STARS 


Bui the Williamstown Boy Lost the 


Game by Poor Judgment and Cost- 


ly Fumbles. 
Adams High 


Beaten at Pittsfield . 


Williams lost its annual game with 


Dartmouth Saturday at Newton Cen- 
ter In a most exasperating manner, 
for contrary to general expectations 
Williams played all around their op- 
ponents from Hanover and the touch- 
fl.,wn that v/on the game for Dart- 
mouth was not earned but came 
through an error of judgment on the 
part of Watson. Dartmouth was never 
able to get the baU near the Williams 
\goal by rushing, while W'lHams got 
within

yards 
of 
victory 


once and one yard another time, 
only 
to 
Itose 
the 
ball 
on

fumble. 
Once Dartmouth was forced 


to make a safety, and the other time 
the ball was punted out of danger. 


It was stubbornly contested through 


out, 
with the outcome hanging in the 


balance up to the very last moment of 
play. There were any number of sen- 
sational plays, and the touchdown that 
gave the game to Dartmouth was 
scored in an unusual manner. 


It was in the second half 
of the 


game, after Williams had punted and 
Patterson of Dartmouth had made a 
fair catch on Williams'48-yard line. It 
was a long chance for a goal from a 
place kick, but, with the wind at his 
back, Ailing made the try. The ball 
fell 10 yards short, and Watson of Wil- 
liams might have caught the ball, but 
he let it drop, thinking it would roll 
over the line for a touchback. Instead 
the ball took a bound out toward the 
side lines, where it was picked up by 
Hanlon, Dartmouth's left end. Too late 
Watson saw his erior, and before he 
could stop Hanlon the latter was be- 
hind Williams' goal line. Ailing-kick- 
ed a goal . 


This was how Dartmouth secured 


her six points. On straight rushing, 
however, Darmouth couM not cross 
Williams' goal line, and was unable to 
get nearer than the 12-yard line.** On 
the other hand, Williams once had the 
ball on Dartmouth's three-yard line, 
only to be held for downs, and then 
forced Dartmouth to a safety. Again, 
toward the very end of the game, Wil- 
liams had the ball within ope yard of 
a touchdown, only to lose it on a 
fumble. 


The game attracted a very enthu- 


siastic crowd of about 5000 people, most 
of whom were Dartmouth sympathi- 
zers. A party of 300 undergraduates 
came down from Hanover, accompan- 
ied by the college band. 


There was nothing out of the ordin- 


ary in tha first hilf. Dartmouth show- 
ed a good grour. J gaining offence, and 
was apparently satisfied to keep Wil- 
liams from scoring, as the latter team 
had a gale of wind at its back and re- 
sorted to a punting game. Williams 
showed in this half that she excelled 
Dartmouth in condition. 


The surprises came in the second 


heJf, when Williams demonstrated that 
it had the better team and a greatar 
variety of good plays. 


After the kickoff in the second half 


and an exchxange of punts, the Wil- 
liams forwards broke through 
and 


blocked a kick. The Williams men 
were up on their toes and, with a 
guardsback formation, raised havoc 
with Dartmouth's line. 


Lawrence made repeated galls and, 


assisted by five yards for offside, finally 
planted the ball on Dartmouth's 14- 
yard line. 
Then Watson, the right 


half-back, was given a chance and net 
ted four yards at Dartmouth's left end. 
Peabody gained four yards through 
left tackle, and Watson rriade two 
yards through the other tackle. 


Williams' attack was quick and 


snappy, and a touchdown was within 
sight; but on the next play Watson 
fumbled and Dartmouth got the ball 
on her own three-yard line. 


Dartmouth passed the ball back for 


a puitf, but Williams broke through 
and forced a safety. 


Dartmouth kicked off and Williams 


rushed the ball back to Dartmouth's 
33 yard line, a 25-yard run by Graves 
and steady, use of the guards-back, 
formation being the means. 
Dart- 


mouth held for downs, but failed to 
gain and punted to WiMiams' 25-yard 
line. Then Dartmouth held and Wil- 
liams tried to punt, but the wind was 
too strong and the ball went straight 
up in the air and was Dartmouth's on 
Williams' 16-yard 
line. 
Dartmouth 


could gain but four yards, and the ball 
went to Williams on her 12-yard line. 


Williams now showed a line-bucking 


game that rather surprised Dartmouth. 
Peabody, for a starter, banged through 
center for a clean five yards. Alter- 
nating guards-back with the regular 
formation, Williams advanced the ball 
to her own 36-yard line. It was a re- 
velation to see Williams throw Dart- 
mouth back. 


Just when things were favoring Wil- 


liams, Hatch was caught outside and 
Williams had to go back 10 yards. This 
encouraged Dartmouth, and Williams 
failed to advance on two attempts, so 
Peabody punted and Patterson made 
a fair catch on Williams' 48-yard Jine. 
Alling's try for goal, which resulted in 
a touchdown by Hanlon, followed. 


After the kickoff Williams forced the 


ball far down into Dartmouth territory 
and finally blocked a kick and fell on 
the ball on Dartmouth's 12-yard line.
